leglllmats publlo amnsemeui.'' itesldent John II. 
O'Kourke and Ihe other offlcen In Ibe club ot once 
conferred wlih lAwyer Edward M. Qnut, and Ihe 
latter pnoipuy secured from Justice Brown, ot tbe 
Bnpnuie Court, an order . requlilog Mayor 
Bcniennio show cniieo noxt iiiomliig why a writ i>f 
naiHlamos should not bo Issued compelllog him to 
grant the license.
